Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the  year 
1952. 

It  is  an  ordinary  Report  written  in  conformity  with  the  sugges- 
tions contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/53. 

The  Vital  Statistics  contained  in  the  Report  show  a continued 
improvement  over  previous  years  and  compare  favourably  with  the 
figures  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  783  live  births  giving  a crude  Birth  Rate  of  15.77.  It  is 
significant  that,  after  the  years  1944-1947,  during  which  there  was 
a high  level  of  births,  the  Birth  Rate  for  1952  has  fallen  below  that 
for  1938  and  1939. 

This  reduction  of  the  Birth  Rate  is  partly  balanced  by  the  great 
improvement  which  has  occurred  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  For 
1952,  it  was  21.71,  whereas  the  average  for  the  years  1938  and  1939 
was  approximately  50. 

In  other  words,  in  1938  and  1939,  one  new  born  baby  in  every 
20  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  whereas  in  1952,  only  one 
baby  in  approximately  45  died  before  reaching  its  first  birthday. 

This  rate  at  which  infants  die  under  the  age  of  one  year  is 
recognised  as  being  a fine  index  to  the  general  well-being  of  a com- 
munity and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  remarkable  way  in  which  it 
has  been  more  than  halved  during  the  last  ten  years. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  District  was  489,  giving  a 
crude  Death  Rate  of  9.85.  This  rate  has  shown  only  minor  variations 
over  the  past  years.  Reference  to  the  table  on  page  53  shoving 
the  ages  at  which  death  occurred  will  reveal  that,  in  1952,  11.8  per 
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cent,  of  all  deaths  in  the  District  were  in  persons  under  the  age  of 
45  years,  whereas  in  1938,  deaths  of  persons  under  45  years  of  age 
accounted  for  approximately  24  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Generally, 
people  are  living  longer  and  dying  at  higher  age  groups  than  ever 
before.  This  reduction  in  the  wastage  of  human  life  at  a young 
age  is  naturally  a cause  of  great  satisfaction,  yet  this  progress 
has  brought  with  it  new  problems,  some  of  which  I indicated  in  last 
year’s  Report  in  my  remarks  concerning  the  care  of  old  persons.  If 
the  present  trends  in  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  continue,  each 
succeeding  year  will  make  more  pressing  the  need  to  provide  adequate- 
ly for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  increasing  proportion  of  aged 
persons  in  the  community. 

The  Officers  and  Staff  of  your  Health  Department  have  continued 
to  work  throughout  the  year  efficiently  and  with  great  interest.  By 
the  very  nature  of  its  duties,  the  Health  Department  tends  to  be  one 
which  is  not  always  in  the  public  eye.  It  does  not  plan  or  construct 
Housing  Estates,  nor  is  it  responsible  for  any  large  scale  public  works. 
Its  field  of  activity  is  the  very  difficult  one  of  endeavouring  to  persuade 
individuals  and  groups  to  alter  and  improve  certain  conditions  in  their 
environment  for  the  general  good  of  the  whole.  This  is  inevitably 
slow  and  unspectacular  work,  often  frustrating  and  not  infrequently 
one  which  arouses  opposition  and  enmity. 

During  the  year,  the  Inspectors  have  paid  increasing  attention 
to  Food  Hygiene.  The  implications  of  the  new  Model  Food  Byelaws 
have  now  been  personally  explained  to  all  food  traders  in  the  district 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  a steady  improvement  in  the  conditions 
under  which  food  and  drink  is  sold  to  the  public.  The  work  of  the 
Health  Department  in  this  field  would  be  greatly  assisted  if  the  public 
would  make  their  food  traders  aware  that  they  expect  their  food  to 
be  handled  in  a clean  and  hygienic  manner.  Now  that  there  is  more 
variety  and  a wider  choice  of  foodstuffs  available,  the  customers 
wishes  and  desires  will  automatically  assume  greater  importance. 
The  Health  Department  exists  to  serve  the  public  in  this  and  other 
spheres  and  it  is  always  ready  to  investigate  legitimate  complaints 
of  unhygienic  practice  in  the  handling  of  food  by  retailers. 


On  1st  November,  1952,  a further  and  most  important  step 
towards  providing  safe  milk  for  the  community  was  taken  in  the 
Northern  parishes  by  the  operation  of  an  Order  made  by  the  Minister 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1950.  As  a result, 
all  milk  must  now  be  bottled,  and  be  either  “Sterilised”,  “Pasteurised”, 
“Tuberculin  Tested”  or  “Accredited  Milk  from  a Single  Herd”.  No 
longer,  therefore,  will  there  be  distribution  to  the  householder  of 
loose  milk  from  a churn  on  the  milk  cart,  with  all  its  possibilities  for 
the  entry  of  dirt  and  germs. 

In  the  past,  impure  milk  has  been  responsible  for  many  cases  of 
Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children  and  for  outbreaks  of  streptococcal 
infection,  as  well  as  certain  other  rare  diseases.  In  return  for  this 
improvement,  however,  the  public  must  realise  that  they  have  a duty 
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to  return  to  the  milkman  promptly  the  empty  milk  bottles  in  a clean 
condition.  Though  the  bottles  go  through  a sterihsing  plant  in  the 
dairy  before  being  used  again,  it  is  obviously  desirable  that,  as  soon  as 
the  housewife  has  emptied  the  bottle,  it  should  be  rinsed  clean  with 
water  and  placed  ready  for  collection  ty  the  milkman. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  which  I 
have  received  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  my  indebtedness  to 
the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  friendly  co-operation.

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REPORT  . OF 

THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I have  pleasure 
in  presenting  to  you  this  report  for  the  year  1952. 

The  inspection  of  the  district  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is 
carried  out  systematically,  and  continual  surveys  are  made  of  the 
conditions  of  dwelling-houses,  shops,  factories,  food  and  other 
premises.  The  quality  and  purity  of  food  and  drinking  water, 
including  meat,  milk  and  ice  cream  are  ascertained  and  this  is 
reflected  in  the  results  of  samples  analysed  and  action  taken  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Areas)  Order,  1952,  no  loose  or  ungraded  milk  is  now  on 
sale  in  any  of  the  twenty  Parishes  North  of  the  River  Trent. 

The  Cleansing  Service  includes  the  collection,  removal  and 
disposal  of  household  refuse,  trade  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  cess- 
pools. Every  endeavour  is  made  to  maintain  the  emptying  of  the 
contents  of  all  moveable  receptacles  at  least  once  weekly  and  this 
means  approximately  15,000  visits  to  premises  over  an  area  of  nearly 
70,000  acres. 

When  appointed  in  1920,  my  first  job  was  to  submit  a report  on 
the  advisability  of  carrying  out  the  cleansing  of  the  district  by  direct 
labour.  At  that  time,  only  the  built-up  parts  of  the  area  received  any 
service  and  this  was  carried  out  in  a very  unsatisfactory  manner  by 
twelve  contractors. 

As  a result  of  my  report,  direct  labour  was  instituted  in  Septem- 
ber, 1920,  at  Selston  and  this  was  gradually  extended  until,  in  1932, 
twelve  horses  and  the  necessary  impedimenta  were  being  employed 
on  cleansing. 

With  the  conversion  of  most  of  the  wet  privies  and  pails  to 
water  closets,  the  Council  changed  over  to  motor  transport  in  1932. 

I think  I am  correct  in  saying  that  Basford  was  the  first  Rural  District 
to  undertake  direct  labour  cleansing  in  the  country. 

The  cesspool-emptying  vehicles  have  proved  invaluable  and  it  is 
possible  to  undertake  work  for  other  Local  Authorities  and  concerns. 

Salvage  sold  during  the  year  realised  £2,237  19s.  8d.,  a little 
over  half  the  income  received  for  the  preceding  year. 
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Seven  appeals  to  the  Petty  Sessional  Court  by  Owners  of  property 
against  Notices  served  by  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  dustbins 
under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  dismissed. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  for  their  active  interest 
and  support  at  all  times  and  to  all  other  Officials  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  co-operation.

During  the  year,  the  area  remained  as  constituted  on  1st  April, 
1935,  when  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Review  Order,  1934,  came 
into  force,  with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Clifton. 

As  a result  of  the  Nottingham  City  and  County  Boundaries  Act, 

1951,  the  parish  of  Clifton-cum-Glapton  was  transferred  on  1st  April, 

1952,  from  the  Rural  District  of  Basford  to  the  City  of  Nottingham. 
This  transfer  reduced  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  by  1,748  acres 
and  the  population  by  approximately  500.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  AUTHORITY

HOSPITAL  SERVICE 

Application  for  admission  to  general  hospitals  is  made  direct  to 
the  hospital  through  a doctor  or  other  responsible  person.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  sanatoria  are  referred  to  the  Chest 
Physician,  Nottingham  and  District  Chest  Centre,  Gregory  Boulevard, 
Nottingham.  (Telephone  No.  Nottingham  77884). 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  admission  to  an  isolation 
hospital  are  first  referred  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
decision  regarding  the  necessity  for  admission  to  hospital.  All 
admissions  and  discharges  of  infectious  disease  cases  are  notified  to  the 
District  Medical  Officer. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  confinement  are  normally 
referred  to  the  hospital  by  the  doctor  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  or  by 
a general  practitioner. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  samples  and 
specimens  for  analysis  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63 
Goldsmith  Street,  Nottingham.  (Telephone  No.  Nottingham  41304).

Service  Act,  1946 — Section  22)

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  during  child-birth  is  available  to  all  persons 
residing  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford, 

It  is  very  important  that  an  expectant  mother  should  book  her 
midwife  (and  her  doctor  if  she  so  desires)  very  early  in  her  pregnancy. 
Names  and  addresses  of  midwives  can  be  obtained  from  this  Council’s 
Public  Health  Department. 

HEALTH  VISITING  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — Section  24) 
There  are  twelve  Health  Visitors  employed  on  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  work  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Basford.  Seven  of  these  are  resident  within  the 
area  The  services  of  a health  Visitor  may  be  secured  by  calling  at 
the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Centre. 
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HOME  NURSING  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — Section  25) 

There  are  twenty  nurses  on  the  Home  Nursing  Service  who  work  in 
the  Rural  District  of  Basford.  Of  these,  thirteen  reside  within  the  area. 

The  service  is  free  and  a District  Nurse  will  always  do  her  best  to 
answer  an  emergency  call  without  waiting  for  formalities  to  be 
completed.  In  non-emergency  cases,  the  Nurse  will  attend  at  the 
request  of  the  private  doctor. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  {National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946 — Section  26) 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diph- 
theria are  available  to  all  children  in  the  district  and  can  be  carried  out 
at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  by  general  practitioners. 
Visits  to  schools  are  made  periodically  by  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  giving  re-inforcing  or  “Booster”  injections 
or  for  carrying  out  primary  treatment.  All  the  administrative  work 
and  80  per  cent,  of  the  treatments  were  performed  by  the  Basford 
Council  staff,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council.  Ten  per  cent, 
of  treatments  were  carried  out  by  general  practitioners.

AMBULANCE  SERVICES  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — 
Section  27) 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
Ambulance  Services  for  the  whole  administrative  County  area.  The 
service  is  free  and  all  urgent  calls  for  accident,  sudden  illness  or  mater- 
nity are  answered  without  question.  Non-urgent  calls,  such  as  for 
routine  hospital  attendance,  are  only  accepted  if  supported  by  a 
recommendation  from  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  hospital 
doctor,  private  practitioner,  nurse,  midwife,  dentist  or  other  respon- 
sible person. 

PREVENTION  OF  jLLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE  {National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946 — Section  28) 

Facilities  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  as 
the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Part  III  of  the  Act,  for  the  preven- 
tion of  illness,  care  and  after-care  are  summarised  below. 

Tuberculosis 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  Nottingham  and 
Nottinghamshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  carry 
out  valuable  social  work,  designed  not  only  to  facilitate  the  patient’s 
recovery  by  solving  the  special  problems  of  the  tuberculous  household, 
but  also  to  influence  the  domestic  and  working  environment  so  as  to 
minimise  the  chances  of  relapse  and  to  protect  family  contacts. 

The  arrangements  now  include  a scheme  for  the  provision  of 
domiciliary  occupational  therapy  for  patients  unable  to  follow  their 
normal  employment. 

The  County  Council  organise  domiciliary  visits  by  trained  Health 
Visitors,  provide  for  the  loan  of  shelters  to  appropriate  cases  and 
arrange  rehabilitation  at  the  Sherwood  Village  Settlement. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  also  available  through 
the  Chest  Physician,  employed  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Other  Types  of  Illness 

{a)  Almoner  Service  to  help  and  advise  on  all  social  problems 
(including  general  care  and  after-care),  convalescence  and 
admission  to  hospital  of  chronic  sick  and  senile  patients. 

{b)  Loan  of  nursing  equipment  and  appliances  to  patients  being 
nursed  at  home. 

(c)  Infectious  Diseases — routine  visits  by  Health  Visitors  to 
advise  and  assist  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of  infection. 

{d)  Venereal  Diseases — follow-up  work  by  Almoners. 

{e)  Health  Education,  including  courses  of  instruction,  special 
lectures  to  established  organisations  (including  the  use  of  hlms 
and  hlm-strips)  and  the  issue  of  pamphlets,  brochures  and 
posters. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946— 
Section  29) 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  the  need  arises  in  a household 
owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

In  maternity  cases,  a Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness,  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people.  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2s.  9d.  per  hour  (raised  from  2/6d. 
on  9th  February,  1953),  but  where  the  applicant  is  unable  to  afford 
this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Homes  for  the  Aged 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  placed  a duty  and  responsi- 
bility on  County  and  County  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential 
accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  old  age,  infirmity  or  other 
circumstances  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise 
available  to  them. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  responsibility,  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  has  provided  six  large  houses  and  four  more  are 
in  the  course  of  provision  as  follows  : — 

Already  provided: 

1.  “The  Old  Hall’’,  Balderton,  to  accommodate  18  residents  of 

both  sexes. 

2.  “Parkside,”  Worksop,  to  accommodate  27  residents  of 

both  sexes. 

3.  “Clayworth  Hall’’,  Retford,  to  accommodate  18  residents  of 

both  sexes. 

4.  “Oaklands”,  Retford,  to  accommodate  18  residents  of 

both  sexes. 

5.  “Mount  Vernon’’,  Retford,  to  accommodate  21  female 

residents. 

6.  “The  Old  Vicarge’’,  Southwell,  to  accommodate  19  residents 

of  both  sexes. 


In  course  of  provision: 

Houses  at  Gedling,  Mansheld,  Ruddington  and  Southwell. 
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The  homes  are  provided  for  elderly  persons  of  both  sexes, 
including  married  couples,  who  on  account  of  advancing  years  or 
infirmity,  are  no  longer  able  to  look  after  themselves  in  their  own 
homes  and  have  no-one  able  and  willing  to  look  after  and  care  for 
them.  The  Homes  are  not  intended  for  sick  persons  who  need 
constant  medical  attention  or  nursing  care,  but  residents  suffering 
from  minor  ailments  are  looked  after  as  in  ordinary  households. 

A maximum  charge  of  £5  5s.  Od.  per  week  is  made  at  present, 
but  residents  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  this  amount  are  required  to 
pay  only  what  they  can  afford.  For  example,  a resident  whose  only 
income  is  a retirement  pension,  an  old-age  pension  or  a National 
Assistance  Board  Allowance,  keeps  6/6d.  per  week  for  personal 
spending. 


Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 

{Section  47) 

No  legal  action  was  taken  under  this  section  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948.  Voluntary  admissions  to  hospital  were 
arranged  for  aged  persons  who  were  chronic  sick  or  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  where  it  was  considered  they  could  be  better  looked  after 
away  from  home. 


Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead  {Section  50) 

The  Council  made  arrangements  in  January,  1952,  for  the 
burial  of  an  elderly  man  from  Bunny,  under  this  section  of  the  Act. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 

The  Council  has  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  make 
applications  under  this  Act  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  or 
to  a single  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  an  order  for  the  urgent  removal  of 
certain  persons  from  the  premises  in  which  they  are  residing  to  a 
hospital  or  other  place,  instead  of  such  application  being  made  by  the 
Council. 

An  old  man,  physically  incapacitated  as  a result  of  a previous 
stroke,  who  was  living  at  Ruddington  in  insanitary  conditions  and 
not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention,  was  removed  to  hospital  on 
such  an  Order  on  5th  January,  1952. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925,  Section  66  and  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
ACT,  1936,  Section  176 

Prevention  of  Blindness 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  above  sections. 
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WELFARE  (FOODS)  SERVICE 

(Supplied  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Minister  of  Food) 

The  uptake  of  welfare  foods,  particularly  orange  juice,  cod  liver 
oil  and  A.  and  D.  Vitamin  tablets  was  fairly  constant  during  the  year, 
but  the  level  remained  very  low,  being  less  than  25%  of  potential. 

In  the  Basford  Rural  District,  welfare  foods  are  distributed  from 
22  centres  in  addition  to  the  local  Food  Offices. 

These  centres  consist  of  all  the  child  welfare  clinics  listed  on 
page  22  with  the  exception  of  the  Papplewick  and  Lynby  Institute, 
Papplewick.  In  addition,  welfare  foods  can  be  obtained  from  : — 

The  Post  Office,  Old  Brinsley. 

The  Village  Hall,  Lynby. 

The  vitamins  contained  in  these  foods  are  essential  to  the  health 
of  the  expectant  mother  and  young  child  and  it  is  therefore  most 
important  to  ensure  that  full  publicity  is  given  to  the  fact  that  these 
foods  are  available  (Cod  Liver  Oil  and  A.  & D.  Vitamin  Tablets  free 
of  charge  ; Orange  Juice  5d.  a bottle)  and  that  there  are  sufficient 
and  conveniently  situated  distribution  centres  in  the  District. 


NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1951 
Part  VII — Establishments  for  Massage Jor  Special  Treatment 

Part  VII  of  this  Act  came  into  force  on  5th  February,  1952,  in 
the  Basford  Rural  District  and  the  powers  and  duties  applicable  to 
this  section  have  been  delegated  to  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Basford. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  no  Ucensed  establishments  in 
the  District  for  massage  or  special  treatment. 


Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Basford  Rural  District 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

GENERAL 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  and  Notifiable  Diseases  notified 
during  the  year  was  801,  as  compared  with  1,575,  578,  867,  976  and 
848  in  the  five  years  immediately  preceding. 

These  cases  are  classified  according  to  age  groups  in  Table  No.  5 
on  page  56  and  parochially  in  Table  No.  6 on  page  57.

A large  number  of  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  Mumps  occurred 
during  February  and  March,  especially  in  the  parishes  of  Kimberley 
and  Nuthall.  These  diseases  are  not,  however,  notifiable  in  the 
Basford  Rural  District. 

37  premises  were  disinfected  and  disinfectants  supplied  to  house- 
holders following  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  In  co-operation  with 
the  School  Medical  Service  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council, 
contacts  of  school  age  were  rigidly  excluded. 

DIPHTHERIA 

For  the  first  time  in  four  years,  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
confirmed  in  the  district.  The  patient,  a male  aged  34  years,  was  a 
resident  of  Nuthall  and  had  recently  returned  from.  Singapore  in  an 
aircraft  of  which  he  was  a member  of  the  crew.  He  was  admitted  to 
hospital  where  he  was  diagnosed  as  a mild  clinical  case  of  faucial 
diphtheria  (virulent  mitis  type).  He  made  a good  recovery  and  was 
discharged  three  weeks  later.  He  had  not  been  immunised  against 
diphtheria. 

The  number  of  confirmed  cases  and  deaths  from  the  disease  in 
the  district  during  the  past  fifteen  years  are  as  follows  : —

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This  remarkable  decline  of  diphtheria  must  be  attributed  to 
Immunisation.  The  case  notified  in  1952,  however,  shows  that  there 
is  still  a danger  of  the  disease  being  brought  into  the  country  through 
air  travel  and  there  must,  therefore,  be  no  relaxation  in  the  campaign 
for  diphtheria  immunisation. 

DYSENTERY 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  32  in 
1951  and  13  in  1950. 

ERYSIPELAS 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  in  1952,  as  compared  with  twelve  in 
1951. 

MEASLES 

During  the  year,  418  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  a total  of  1,119  cases  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
disease  was  generally  of  a mild  nature  and  no  deaths  resulted.  Two 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM 

One  baby  was  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER 

A woman,  aged  33  years,  was  admitted  to  hospital  from  Newstead 
Colliery  Village,  suffering  from  this  disease.  No  secondary  cases 
occurred. 

Two  contacts  of  paratyphoid  B.  at  Ruddington  were  kept  under 
observation  later  in  the  year  but  no  developments  occurred. 

PNEUMONIA 

32  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  73,  32,  37,  29  and  21  in 
the  preceding  five  years.  20  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause,  the 
corresponding  figures  for  the  five  years  preceding  being  22,  17,  22,  12 
and  17. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  (INFANTILE  PARALYSIS) 

There  were  four  confirmed  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  all  of  whom  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Two  brothers,  aged  2 years  and  5 years  respectively,  living  at 
Jacksdale  in  the  Parish  of  Selston,  contracted  the  disease  at  the  end 
of  July,  two  weeks  after  receiving  a combined  whooping  cough — 
diphtheria  immunisation  injection.  The  elder  boy  had  also  had  his 
tonsils  removed  three  months  previously. 

About  the  same  time,  a girl,  aged  13  years,  from  Ilkeston  Junction 
in  the  parish  of  Cossall,  was  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  the 
disease.  She  had  received  a “Booster”  immunisation  injection  seven 
months  earlier. 

The  fourth  case  was  a boy,  aged  2 years,  from  Rempstone,  and 
occurred  in  the  middle  of  November.  He  had  been  immunised 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  but  over  a year  before. 
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Visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of  the  children  and  all  local  medical 
practitioners  were  informed.  The  Joint  Secretary  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  Committee  on  Inoculation  Procedures  and  Neuro- 
logical Lesions  investigated  the  cases,  visiting  the  district,  patients’ 
homes  and  the  Heathlield  Hospital. 

Eight  contacts  of  poliomyelitis  were  visited  in  their  homes  and 
given  advice,  but  no  developments  occurred. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

In  1952,  one  case  of  this  disease,  a domiciliary  confinement,  was 
notified. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

59  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  53,  63,  114,  181  and  42 
in  the  five  years  immediately  preceding.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
type  and  no  deaths  resulted.  15  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

SMALLPOX 

For  the  22nd  year  in  succession,  no  cases  of  smallpox  have 
occurred  in  the  District.  The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  or 
revaccinated  against  this  disease  during  1952  was  408. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

49  cases  of  all  forms  of  this  disease  were  added  to  the  District 
Register  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  47,  43,  54,  27  and  36 
during  the  preceding  five  years.  38  of  these  notifications  were  new 
cases. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
notified  cases  (including  both  new  cases  and  cases  moved  into  the 
district  from  elsewhere)  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  1952.

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention*  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  relating  to  persons  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade  nor  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  provides  for  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1952 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  1952,  and  revoked 
and  replaced  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930, 
which  had  become  outdated  and  at  variance  with  the  present  structure 
and  operation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Service. 

The  requirements  about  notihcation  itself  of  the  disease  remain  in 
effect  unaltered,  but  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a Register  of  Notihcations.  The  Medical 
Officer  decided,  however,  to  continue  to  keep  a register  in  the  interests 
of  good  administration  and,  also,  to  enable  the  position  regarding  the 
disease  in  the  District  to  be  kept  under  review. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

221  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  230,  205,  55,  223  and  88  in  the  preceding  hve  years. 
Two  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  but  there  were  none  fatal. 

FOOD  POISONING 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  in  1952,  a child  aged 
three  years.  Salmonella  typhi-murium  was  isolated,  but  the  source 
of  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

ABORTUS  FEVER 

A case  of  Abortus  Fever  in  an  adult  male  was  diagnosed  in 
Sutton  Bonington  (see  page  48  for  further  details). 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (AIRCRAFT)  REGULATIONS,  1952 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1952. 
They  contained  an  amendment  to  the  1950  Regulations,  making  a 
Personal  Declaration  of  Origin  and  Health  from  passengers  arriving 
in  the  United  Kingdom  by  air  no  longer  necessary.  This  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Part  VI  (Sanitary  Documents)  of  the 
International  Sanitary  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Fourth  World 
Health  Assembly  in  May,  1951. 

Without  this  Personal  Declaration,  there  is  no  record  of  the 
addresses  in  this  country  to  which  persons  arriving  by  air  from 
abroad  have  proceeded. 

If  such  a person  is  shortly  afterwards  found  or  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  a dangerous  infectious  disease,  such  as  smallpox,  it  will 
be  very  difficult  for  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  trace  contacts  who 
were  on  the  same  aircraft. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA

During  1952,  the  closet  accommodation  at  34  houses  was 
converted  from  privy  middens  or  pail  closets  to  water-closets  and 
dustbins,  and  hve  houses  from  privy  middens  to  pail  closets. 


DUSTBINS 

When  the  Board  of  Trade  removed  the  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
zinc  for  galvanising  in  August,  1952,  the  Council  resumed  the  sale 
of  dustbins  to  private  householders  in  addition  to  council  house 
tenants.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  174  bins  had  been  sold. 

351  Preliminary  Notices  and  130  Statutory  Notices  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  75,  were  served  on  owners  to  provide 
dustbins.  230  Preliminary  Notices  and  89  Statutory  Notices  were 
complied  with  during  the  year  and  the  Council  supplied  53  bins  in 
default.  Seven  appeals  against  notices  served  on  property  owners  to 
supply  dustbins  were  dismissed  by  the  Petty  Sessional  Court. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  in  all  parishes 
in  the  District  using  ten  low-loading  refuse  collection  vehicles. 
The  latest  additions  to  the  Council’s  fleet  of  refuse  vehicles  are  fitted 
with  a special  cab  for  the  loaders. 

One  30-cwt  lorry  is  used  for  carting  water  three  times  weekly  to 
the  parish  of  Willoughby-on-the-Wolds. 

The  Council  has  depots  at  Jacksdale,  Kimberley  and  Ruddington. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  in  all  the  Council’s 
area,  except  during  holiday  periods  and  times  of  sickness  among 
the  workmen.  Dustbin  trucks  are  supplied  to  each  vehicle  in  the 
colliery  districts,  but  the  workmen  still  prefer  to  shoulder  the  bins 
in  the  residential  and  agricultural  areas.

B.— SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  was  commenced  and  completed  on  the  laying  of  2,390 
yards  linear  of  9-inch,  12-inch  and  15-inch  foul  sewer  to  serve  the  new 
housing  estate  at  Calverton  and  also  the  greater  part  of  the  existing 
village. 

The  construction  of  a sewage  works  for  this  parish  was  also  com- 
menced. 

CESSPOOLS 

The  Council  remove  up  to  two  loads  of  sewage  free  of  charge  per 
year  from  private  cesspools  in  the  District  and  subsequent  loads  on 
request  at  the  rate  of  £1  Os.  Od.  per  excess  load  or  part  load.  Two 
cesspool-emptying  vehicles  of  maximum  capacity  of  750  gallons  are 
used  on  this  service. 

There  are  approximately  1,366  private  houses  in  the  district 
supplied  with  cesspools,  52  council  houses  with  cesspool  drainage  and 
156  council  houses  drained  to  small  sewage  works  and  emptied  by  the 
Council’s  vehicles.

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS— Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  47. 

The  Council  resolved  that  each  application  for  financial  assistance 
in  aid  of  closet  conversions  should  be  considered  on  its  merits  and,  in 
those  cases  deemed  appropriate  for  grant  aid,  a contribution  up  to 
50  per  cent,  of  the  approved  cost  of  such  conversions  should  be  made, 
subject  to  a maximum  grant  of  £12  per  conversion. 

As  a result  of  this  resolution,  grants  were  made  in  1952  towards 
nine  such  conversions. 

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1951  Sections  102 
and  103 

The  Council  resolved  in  October,  1952,  to  adoj)t  Section  102  of 
this  Act,  which  gives  summary  power  to  remedy  stopped  up  drains, 
etc.,  and  Section  103,  which  gives  power  to  repair  drains  and  private 
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sewers.  Both  these  sections  deal  with  nuisances  or  defects  which 
could  be  class! hed  as  being  prejudicial  to  health  and  effect  a material 
reduction  of  time  in  the  procedure  for  remedying  defective  drains,  etc.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Trent  River  Board  is  statutorily  responsible  within  its  area 
for  the  prevention  of  River  pollution  and  other  functions  conferred 
upon  it  by  the  River  Boards  Act,  1948,  and,  for  this  purpose,  retains 
the  services  of  special  Rivers  Inspectors. 

C.— RODENT  CONTROL 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  keep  the  District  free  from  rats 
and  mice  and  this  is  carried  out  by  making  such  inspections  as  may  be 
necessary,  by  the  destruction  of  rodents  on  land  and  premises  winch 
are  owned  or  occupied  by  the  Council  and  by  enforcing  the  duties  of 
owners  and  occupiers  of  other  land  and  premises. 

The  occupier  of  land  or  premises  must  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
Council  when  he  becomes  aware  that  rats  and  mice  are  present  “in 
substantial  numbers,”  but  this  provision  does  not  apply  to  the  owners 
or  occupiers  of  food  premises  nor  to  agricultural  land,  as  they  are 
required  to  report  direct  to  the  Ministry.

All  the  sewers  in  the  District  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  chief  cause  of  infestation  in 
sewers  on  new  housing  estates  on  agricultural  land  was  the  practice 
of  providing  roads,  sewers  and  drains  before  the  houses  were  erected 
and  then  leaving  open  the  ends  of  drain  pipes,  thus  allowing  easy 
access  for  rats. 

The  Council  decided  that  in  future  housing  contracts,  a clause 
to  the  effect  that  the  open  ends  of  drains  be  temporarily  sealed  until 
house  connections  are  made  and  that  the  Clerk  of  Works  on  housing 
estates  be  asked  to  co-operate  in  this  direction. 

32  treatments  were  carried  out  on  refuse  tips  and  50  at  sewage 
works.  Infestations  were  kept  down  to  the  minimum. 

3 private  dwellings,  1 business  premises  and  2 schools  were 
treated  for  mice  infestations. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Rodent  Officer  in  1946,  6,597  dead 
rats  have  been  found  and  the  estimated  kill  numbered  23,426  to  the 
end  of  1952.

Only  one  parish,  Willoughby-on-the-Wolds,  out  of  the  38  in  the 
District  has  no  main  water  supply  and  is  dependant  entirely  upon 
shallow  wells. 

At  Willoughby-on-the-Wolds,  the  water  supply  is  most  inade- 
quate. A stand-pipe  in  the  neighbouring  parish  of  Wysall  is  used  to 
facilitate  the  delivery  of  water  by  the  Council’s  vehicles  to  Willoughby. 
Three  deliveries  are  made  each  week  and,  during  1952,  a total  of 
117,000  gallons  of  water  were  carted  to  the  parish  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £156  per  annum.  In  addition,  water  was  carted  to  various 
places  in  Costock,  Ruddington,  Thorpe-in-the-Glebe  and  Wysall  as 
required. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of  mains  water 
to  Whlloughby  to  be  supplied  from  a borehole  sunk  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  parish.  It  is  hoped  that  further  progress  in  this 
matter  will  be  made  during  1953. 
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The  upland  waters  of  the  Derwent  supply  are  liable  to  be  ])]umbo- 
solvent  in  action,  but  this  tendency  is  corrected  liefore  delivery  to  the 
consumers. 


There  are  304  houses  in  the  Rural  District  without  a piped  water 
supply. 

In  the  parishes  with  a piped  water  supply,  the  Nottingham 
Corporation  supplies  30  parishes,  Loughborough  Corporation  supplies 
6 parishes  and  the  remaining  parish  is  supplied  partly  by  this  Council 
and  partly  by  private  water  suppliers.  There  are  approximately 
14,900  houses  provided  with  piped  water  and,  except  for  66  houses 
fitted  with  stand-pipes,  all  have  water  supplied  by  a tap  over  a sink.

No  reconstruction  work  has  been  done  at  this  pool  and,  in 
accordance  with  the  undertaking  given  by  the  proprietors,  the 
Eastwood  Lads’  Club,  it  was  not  used  during  the  year. 

Stanford  Hall  Swimming  Pool,  Stanford-on-Soar 

This  swimming  pool  is  an  open-air  one,  approximately  114  feet 
long  by  60  feet  wide,  and  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Stanford 
Hall  Co-operative  College.  It  is  mainly  for  private  use  but  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Education  Committee  also  use  it 
and  a limited  number  of  the  general  public. 

Its  capacity  is  196,000  gallons  and  the  water  is  taken  from  the 
mains  supply.  It  is  treated  by  modern  pressure  filters  and  break- 
point chlorination.  Turnover  by  the  filtration  plant  takes  eight 
hours.  In  addition,  there  is  a separate  liltration  system  for  dealing 
with  leaves,  scum,  etc.,  and  this  copes  with  6,000  gallons  a day,  which 
is  fed  back  into  the  tank. 

Calverton  Lido,  Woodborough 

The  water  of  this  pool  is  supplied  from  a spring  and  is  treated 
with  a chlorine  preparation.  The  pool  is  emptied  and  cleaned  weekly. 
Three  samples  of  water  taken  during  the  summer  were  found  to  be 
suitable  for  bathing  purposes.

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HOUSING 


It  is  disappointing  to  lind  that,  after  the  passage  of  a further  year, 
all  the  remarks  which  1 made  in  my  last  Report  concerning  the  in- 
ability of  owners  to  halt  the  steady  deterioration  of  the  older  type  of 
tenanted  house  applies  with  even  greater  force  today.  It  is  still  true 
that  the  fabric  of  such  houses  is  rapidly  deteriorating  through  lack  of 
maintenace  and  replacement  and  there  is  still  no  inducement  to 
encourage  owners  to  improve  their  properties  for  the  benefit  of  the 
tenants  by  the  installation  of  bathrooms  and  hot  water  systems,  etc. 

Much  has  been  written  locally  and  nationally  about  the  Rent 
Restrictions  Act  by  interested  persons  and  various  remedies  have 
been  put  forward,  but,  as  yet,  the  Government  has  not  announced  its 
policy.  It  would  be  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  this  remains  the 
most  important  post-war  domestic  problem. 

The  Council  is  concerned  about  this  matter  and,  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  it  was  wisely  decided  to  reopen  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
in  an  attempt  to  assess  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  housing 
conditions  of  the  people  since  1948. 

The  building  of  new  houses  and  flats  by  the  Council  continued 
during  the  year  with  all  speed,  despite  many  difficulties  and  obstacles. 
Of  major  importance  is  the  creation  of  a new  community  at  Calverton 
consequent  upon  the  development  and  extension  of  the  colliery. 
A further  200  houses  were  allocated  by  the  Ministry  in  1952  for  occupa- 
tion by  miners.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  92  were  occupied  and  a 
further  170  were  under  construction. 

By  the  end  of  1952  there  was  a total  of  2,172  Council  Houses  in 
occupation. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  houses  outstanding  at 
the  end  of  1952  was  987,  but  this  number  includes  only  the  applications 
received  from  persons  living  in  lodgings  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Basford.  It  does  not  include  the  applications  received  from  persons 
who  ate  householders  in  the  Rural  District,  or  who  are  householders 
or  lodgers  outside  the  Rural  District.

The  responsibility  for  the  inspection  of  farms,  dairies  and  cattle  in 
the  district  rests  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  the  Council’s  sanitary  inspectors  are  only  responsible  for  the 
inspection  of  distributors’  premises  and  dairies  (other  than  dairy 
farms) . 

The  duty  of  taking  samples  of  milk  for  the  purposes  of  determining 
the  bacterial  purity  and  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  is  performed 
by  the  County  Council. 

During  the  year,  54  visits  were  made  to  dairies  and  distributors’ 
premises  in  the  District  by  the  Council’s  sanitary  inspectors  and  notices 
were  served  on  the  owners  of  three  of  them  for  unsatisfactory 
conditions.

Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1952 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1952 

This  Order,  made  under  Section  23  of  the  above  Act,  came  into 
operation  on  1st  November,  1952.  It  specihed  all  the  parishes  in 
the  Basford  Rural  District  north  of  the  River  Trent  as  coming  within 
the  Specified  Area  No.  5.  All  milk  now  sold  by  retail  within  this 
Area  No.  5 must  be  specially  designated  milk — i.e.  “Pasteurised”, 
“Sterilised”,  “Tuberculin  Tested”  or  (until  30th  September,  1954) 
“Accredited  milk  from  a Single  Herd”. 

As  a result  of  this  Order,  some  producers  ceased  to  retail  milk 
themselves  and  a number  of  dealers  applied  for  licences  authorising 
the  use  of  special  designations. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950 — 
Section  8 

During  the  year,  a number  of  samples  of  milk,  taken  by  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  submitted  to  biological  exam- 
ination, were  reported  to  be  positive  to  Tuberculosis.  These 
represented  14  milking  herds  in  the  Basford  Rural  District.  Subse- 
quent samples  from  12  of  these  herds  were  certified  non-tuberculous. 

Four  cattle  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 
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ABORTUS  FEVER 

Samples  of  milk  from  dairy  herds  in  Wysall  and  West  Leake, 
taken  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  May,  1952,  were 
reported  to  be  positive  to  Brucella  Abortus.  A case  of  Abortus  Fever 
in  an  adult  male  was  diagnosed  in  Sutton  Bonington.  All  medical 
practitioners  South  of  the  River  Trent  were  informed. 

Cases  of  Abortus  Fever  are  liable  to  occur  in  persons  consuming 
milk  which  has  not  been  subjected  to  heat-treatment  (i.e. — • 
"Sterilised  ” or  “Pasteurised”)  and  has  been  obtained  from  infected 
cows.  All  the  parishes  concerned  in  this  matter  are  excluded  from  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1952. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS 
Slaughterhouses 

There  is  one  licensed  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  District  but  no  Public 
Slaughterhouse.  This  was  visited  on  eight  occasions  and  each  time 
was  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year,  161  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  Meat  Allocation  Centres  and  Butchers’  Shops  in  the  District. 
Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  four  premises  for  unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

One  prosecution  was  made  during  the  year,  details  of  which  are 
given  on  pages  49  and  50. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

68  persons  were  licensed  as  slaughterers  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 


ANTHRAX  ORDER,  1938 

One  notice  was  served  under  this  Order  on  the  occupier  of  a 
smallholding  situated  in  the  parish  of  Calverton,  declaring  that  the 
premises  had  become  an  infected  place. 


CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of  all 
food  premises  in  the  District  to  ensure  that  the  highest  standards  of 
cleanliness  were  maintained.  (Details  on  page  45). 

As  a result  of  these  visits,  a number  of  premises  installed  geysers 
or  other  types  of  water  heaters  over  a washbasin  to  ensure  constant 
hot  water  at  all  times  for  the  use  of  the  staff.  Shopkeepers  were  also 
persuaded  to  keep  separate  from  each  other  such  items  as  provisions, 
vegetables  and  other  perishable  goods;

Kitchen  swabs  were  taken  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector 
from  hve  plates,  five  knives  and  five  forks  at  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  Education  Committee’s  Central  Kitchen  at  Rudding- 
ton.  These  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory,  having  less  than  100 
colonies  per  article. 

A complaint  was  investigated  regarding  the  finding  of  a piece  of 
metal  in  the  crust  of  a loaf  of  bread.  The  firm  of  bakers  was  inter- 
viewed by  the  sanitary  inspector  of  a neighbouring  authority  in  whose 
area  the  bread  was  baked  and  it  was  thought  that  the  piece  of  metal 
was  from  the  cap  of  a tin  of  flavouring  matter.  The  bakers  presumed 
that,  when  such  a tin  was  punctured,  the  piece  of  metal  flew  off  and 
its  landing  on  an  unbaked  loaf  was  not  noticed  by  the  person  concerned. 
A warning  was  given  to  the  firm  against  any  further  occurrence  of 
this  nature  or  similar  negligence. 

Two  complaints  relating  to  the  same  factory,  situated  within 
the  Basford  Rural  District,  were  received  at  the  end  of  the  year 
alleging  mouse  contamination  of  food.  These  were  investigated  and, 
in  the  first  instance,  the  contamination  was  found  not  to  be  of  animal 
origin  but  to  have  been  caused  by  a foreign  body,  which  had  found  its 
way  into  the  food  during  processing. 

The  second  complaint  was  received  from  another  local  authority 
and  a joint  investigation  showed  that  the  contamination  had  occurred 
during  transit  in  the  other  authority’s  area. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 — Contravention  of  Regulations 

A butcher  in  the  parish  of  Kimberley  was  successfully  prosecuted 
by  the  Council  under  Sections  9 and  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  for  being  in  possession  of  unsound  food  and  having  unsatisfactory 
premises,  etc.  He  was  also  prosecuted  under  the  Council’s  Food 
Byelaws,  Part  II,  paragraphs  4(a)  and  4(c)  for  failing  to  take  all 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  food  from  contamination  by  rodents  and 
for  having  dirty  utensils  and  apparatus  with  which  food  was  liable 
to  come  into  contact. 
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The  defendant  was  fined  £16  for  these  offences  and,  in  addition, 
he  was  fined  a further  £20  for  being  in  possession  of  meat  not  allocated 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Two  guineas  were  also  imposed  on  him 
for  costs. 

During  the  course  of  the  prosecution,  it  was  revealed  that,  as  a 
result  of  the  proceedings  being  taken  against  him,  the  defendant  had 
given  instructions  for  the  disposal  of  the  business. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  Section  15— BYELAWS 

Byelaws  made  under  the  above  Act  for  securing  the  observance 
of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with 
the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  the  sale  of  food  in 
the  open  air  have  been  in  force  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford  since 
2nd  October,  1950.  A copy  of  these  has  been  delivered  to  all  premises 
in  the  district. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  in  1952,  particulars  of 
which  are  given  on  page  27  of  this  report.
